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Doors for Paper-Mill Buildings

ck on a mill door; instead of 
that use some form of latch or lock that 
bolts or screws on the outside of the door, 
where it can be got at for adjustment or re- 
pair. A good wrought iron latch should be 


bolted to the side of the door, and it is best 
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the square bolt right through the door, and 
put on a double le ver to turn it with—not a 
round knob; that is a delusion for mill 
work ; the knob will break off if porceiain, 
and swell off if made of wood. The iron 
pull in the form of a cross is the thing to 
use. 

Make regular fire doors between different 
parts of the mill, that is, where the pass- 
ages go through walla of buildings. Use 
matched spruce sheathing and cross the 
gtain, either diagonally or at ninety de- 
grees, as the carpetiter chooses. Then put 
the door together with eight-penny clinch 
nails, and plenty of them. Have the nails 
clinched. Do not permit them to be driven 
against an iron bar, Clinches made that 
way are worthless. Clinch the nails with a 
hammer, and have somebody hold some- 
thing heavy against the heads while doing 
it. Put the tin on with clips. That is. 
don’t nail through the tin covering of the 
door, but slip a bit of tin into the seam be- 
fore it is hammered down, and nail through 
the bit of tin. Cover every bit of the door, 
sides, edges, top and bottom, and use no 
solder whatever. 

There is one place in particular around 
the mill where good solid doors are required, 
and that is at the tail race. Nothing will 
freeze up a mill quicker than to have the 
tail race all openinthe winter. Some doors 
made wide enough to reach from the bottom 
of building to the water line when the mill 
is shut d6wn are what are required for this 
place. Then the doors will drag in, or float 
on top of the water when the mill is run- 
ning, and thus accommodate themselves to 
any reasonable level of tail water. The 
best way to make such doors is to use 
matched boards, and cleat them together 
on the’upper or outside, so that the smooth 
side of the door will come against the water. 

lt is necessary that these doors be hung 
pretty strongly, or they will be broken down 
by the ice that is sure to collect on them in 
winter. Common sttap or T hinges will 
not answer for this purpose, as they would 
soon rust so much that they would stick, 
and then the water would break them off 


and carry them away. Hooks and eyes are 
sometimes used for this purpose, but it is 
better to use two eyes instead of a hook and 
aneye, Weld one eye right into the other 
and then cut a thread on the shank of each 
eye, screwing them into or through the 
swing doors and the boarding of the build- 
ing. The fit isso loose in the screw eyes 
that they cannot stick, and a little rust will 
do them no harm. 

Another kind of door which is very handy 
in a paper mill is little used on account of 
the awkwardness of opening it. I refer to 
the trap door which is hinged horizontally 
to the floor and raised up by main strength 
when a man wants to get through, and 
dropped with a bang when he is not ready 
for it to come down. But there is a very 
easy way of balancing a door of this kind. 
Just run a rope or a wire cable over a pul- 
ley and hang on a weight just heavy 
enough to balance the door when down. 
Then attach another rope to the weight so 
as to take most of the weight when the door 
is up, and you have it.

Speaking of modern machinery progress 


as well as abroad. Most people have 


‘idea of the vast variety of ways.in which 


invention is at work to lessen the cost of 
production, and the many difficulties which 
have to be overcome in bringing machinery 
to perfection and in organizing the modes 
of its working in connection with labor. 

Sometimes I think that manufacturers do 
not give that encouragement to builders of 
paper thachinery which their efforts are en- 
titled to. If they would, in place of crying 
out about the hard times, or that the compe- 
tition is too close, or the margin of profit 
too small to admit of further improvement 
in their plants, if they would only listen to 
the representatives of these paper-machin- 
ery builders, many times it would be of 
great benefit to them, for certainly to be a 
successful manufacturer his stock in trade, 
which consists of his plant, etc., should be 
up to date. 

Take for an example two manufacturers 
producing the same kind of products, one 
with an up-to-date plant, the other not so 
well equipped, both meeting in the same

markets. Which will have the advantage 
on sound business principles, both in price 
and. quality? The one who produces his 
goods on the latest improved machines. 
An improvement generally means an in- 
crease in quality as well as quantity. 
Those mills that come into operation with 
fresh eapital and the newest machines will 
always have the advantage over those who 
always adhere to their old-time methods. 

While it is impossible to put in place 
every improved machine, there should be a 
judicious selection of those best adapted to 
meet the requirements of the trade. 

Any person contemplating entering upon 
the manufacture of paper at this time has a 
wide range of machinery to choose from. 

In making selections from various ma- 
chines ¢ven the best experts may profitably 
pause an‘ consider their several advan- 
tages and disadvantages. The economy of 
the several machines should be considered 
in various lights, cost, speed, good work, 
the skill to operate, the variety of work 
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| two speeding up at the same ratio, three 


done and the probable wear and tear, work- 
manship and cost per dozen to produce 
good work, 

I will mention some of the new things 
with which I have come in contact in the 
up-to-date paper mill. 

I notice that some of the lighter mechan- 
ism of paper-mill machinery is being driven 
by chain and sprocket gearing. The sys- 
tem has its advantages, and if the sprock- 
ets are not too small (as I observed to be 
the case in several instances) a fairly good 
result is obtained. 

‘fhe reason why the gears should not be 
undersized is shown in the following dia- 
gram, which represents two pairs of 
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sprocket gears, of 7x21 and 9x27 teeth, the 
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diameter of the grooved part is six-one- 
thousandths of an inch larger than a fin- 
ished ball. From this cutting machine the 
rough balls are taken to the grinders, where 
they are put through two grindings with 
emery wheels, one eoarse and the other 
fine. The balls are put into a little metal 
runway just large enough to hold them in 
and let them protrude so that they will 
touch on the emery wheel below. This 
wheel is then set revolving in one direction 
and a metallic rim, which fits down into the 
groove which holds the balls and crowds 


opposite direction. > 

The wheels go at a high rate of speed, and 
the hard metal balls revolving against the 
surface of the emery are smoothed. 

When the balls leave the first rough 
grinder they show very plainly its scratches 
on their surface, but after the course on the 
smoother stone their surface is very highly 
polished. 

A third course of grinding in emery dust 
and oil is necessary, however, before they 
are reafly to be washed. They are then 
sorted by being put into a hopper, like that 
in an old-fashioned coffee-grinder, from 





tank full of warm water. The exhaust

Within limits, as diameter 1s increased 
or diminished, making line ¢ ¢ longer or 
shorter, the drag on axle becomes less or 
more, and the tendency of the driven 
shaft to turn easily is greater or less, irre- 
spective of the size of the other sprocket 
gear; this is true of all pulleys driven 
from their peripheries. A very small 
driven sprocket gear therefore tends to 
jar and rack the mechanism which it has’ 
to drive. 

I see that ball bearings are finding their’ 
way to many places in the modern paper 
mill. As the advantages of ball bearings 
on shafts of both power drives and ma-' 
chinery journals are quite well known to 
mill mechanics I need not rehearse them 
here. The process of making the balls, 
however, is not so familiar, and as I believe 
one can get better service from the balls if 
he knows the principle of their construc- 
tion, I herewith relate the process of mak- 
ing steel balls for machinery bearings in a 
large shop recently visited by me. 

The manufacture of the balls is a little 
complex. They are made from round 
rods, some 20-1000ths larger than the re- 
quired size. These are heated red hot on 
the ends and cut off into nearly perfect | 
spheres by peculiar dies. These are little 
grooves which are carved on circular discs, 
which move in opposite directions. These 
grooves start from nothing on one end and 
attain their full size at their centre, after 
which their diameter is uniform. As the 
two points of these grooves come opposite 
each other the heated bar is thrust in and 
the ball is cut off and begun to be rolled, 
reaching its full size at half way along the 
groove, after which it is simply rolled 
along. 

When it appears it is perfectly round, 
with the exception of a little groove around 
it, which is left for fear too much metal 
should be taken into the die, which would 
give it a tendency to an oblong form. It is 
said, however, that a very perfect sphere 
can with care be turned out of one of these 
machines. 

There is no use of this, however, as the

On this put a layer of work to be hard- 
ened, being careful to keep the pieces at 
least half an inch from the sides of the pot 
and from each other ; be sure no two pieces 
come in contact ; cover the work with an- 
other layer of bone and so on until the 
pipe is full, filling the last 1% inches with 
bone, Care should be used to pack the pot 
solid, so that the work will not shake to-

it quite loose, otherwise you may have 
trouble in removing it when it is red hot. 

Having filled the pot, place it in the forge, 
furnace or under the boiler, or anywhere 
it can be brought toa bright cherry red and 
held at that temperature for two or three 
hours, according to size of the work and 
depth of hardening desired. Remove the 
cap and dump the whole contents into clear, 
cool, soft water. Put delicate pieces into 
oil, The process will case harden balls, 
sleevés, rings and other parts of ball bear- 
ings. 

The twentieth century mill is usually 
equipped with waste-saving devices of all 
sorts. 

For supplying hot water, 1 would have a 
tank of 7,000 gallons capacity placed at an 
elevation of about 20 feet, and heated by 
exhaust steam from the engine, thus utiliz- 
ing steam which might otherwise go to 
waste.

I think that the modern paper mill is a 
model of progressiveness. 
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The Legal Doctrine Regarding 
** Fellow Servants.”’ 
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The rule of law is that a master, using 
due care in the selection of servants and 
furnishing suitable appliances, is not an- 
swerable to one of them for an injury re- 
ceived in his service by the carelessness of 
a fellow servant. No one will deny that 
this is established law, outside of statutory 
provisions in some of the States, notwith- 
standing the limitations, exceptions and 
refinements of definition to be found in thé 
multitude of cases where sympathy has 
misguided judgment. The rule is plain 
and simple and marks out a clear boundary 
of duty and liability. It requires of the 
employer—termed in law the master—care 
in selecting his employees—termed in law 
servants—and providing appliances for the 
work ; it leaves to the employee the risk of 
accident from the negligence of his fellow 
servants, against which the master could 
not take precaution. 

The cases which have sought to engraft 
limitations upon the rule have been too 
numerous for citation, but they fall into 
classes which may be more conveniently 
considered. 

One class holds that a laborer in one de- 
partment is not afellowservant with a labor- 
er in another and separate department. This 
distinction is recognized in Georgia, Ken- 
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tucky, Tennessee and Illinois. It rests 
upon the fanciful assumption that those en- 
gaged in the same department can influence 
each other to caution and report delinquen- 
cies, while those engaged in different de- 
partments cannot do so, and hence should 
not be regarded as within the reason of the 
rule of fellow servants. This doctrine has 
been examined and disapproved by the 
courts of various other States than those 
mentioned, and the great weight of au- 
thority is against it. 

Another class of cases holds that employees 
of different grades, the superior having the 
right of direction over the inferior, are not 
fellow servants. Numerous citations of 
this class are to be found in the text books 
on the subject. At the head of the list 
stands Railway Company v. Ross, 112 
United States Supreme Court Reports, 377, 
which for years has been the principal prop 
of this doctrine. But Justice Brewer a few 
years ago almost explained it away, and it 
would seem that the ‘‘ saving clause ” may 
now be omitted. 

In other courts it has been recognized 
that mere difference of grade is not suffi- 
cient to affect the rule, if the fact of supe- 
riority is not an element in causing the in- 
jury. Another limitation, frequently 
pressed, is that of a servant acting as vice- 
principal, and so not a fellow servant with 
other employees. This is a sound and nec- 
essary limitation. When a master com- 
mits his daty to another person, whether a 
servant or not, such person stands in the 
place of master ; he is a vice-principal with 
reference to that duty, and the master is 
responsible for his acts as such. 

Some cases have held that the power to 
hire and discharge help makes one a vice- 
principal. Undoubtedly the power to hire 
and discharge is the test of a vice-principal, 
when the question involved is that of select- 
ing or retaining proper servants, for here 
he would clearly represent the master. 
But in no other sense is it a test. The 
power to summarily discharge unworthy 
servants, and to hire new ones, is often a 
very necessary and beneficial power for the 
safety of other servants, for it gives a fore- 
man authority to compel attention to duty. 
But it does not change the character of the 
foreman’s duties from that of a servant to 
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those of the principal, nor does it impose 
upon him the master’s responsibility in 


other respects. 


And this brings us to the true statement 
of the rule, as we understand it from the 
leading decisions of the various courts, 
which is that a servant is a vice-principal 
only when he stands in place of the princi- 


pal with reference to the principal's duty, 


or in the exercise of the principal’s func- 
Anything beyond this is incon- 
sistent with the well-settled rule of the 


tions. 


master’s duty. It adds to and alters it in 
ways that cannot be foreseen or guarded 
against, and makes a master liable, how- 
ever great may have been his care and 
diligence in selecting his servants. But it 
may be said that the converse makes the 
servant suffer. So it may. Accidents are 
continually happening from somebody's 
carelessness. The law gives a remedy in 
damages against the guilty party, but not 
against an innocent one. As to strangers, 
upon principles of public policy, it treats a 
master as guilty for the negligence of his 
servant; but public policy does not demand 
that he should be so treated as to his own 
servants, who have the option to examine 
their surroundings in his service, and to 
receive pay according to the risk they incur. 
They may sue a fellow servant for his 
negligence, but to make the master liable 
for it, unless that servant is taking the 
place of the master, is contrary to reason 
and justice. One of the courts expressed 
the application as follows: 

‘** Those cases which preserve the fellow- 
servant rule in its full integrity bring the 
facts of each case to the test, not of the 
rank of the negligent servant, but of the 
character of the negligence from which 
damage results. - Did tlie master owe to his 
servant a duty as master? Answer the 
question in the affirmative, and he cannot 
escape a careless discharge of that duty by 
shifting the burden to the shoulders of the 
servant, however inferior his position may 
be. It is the negligence of the master him- 
self, because t was carelessly done 
which he was bound to have carefully per- 
formed ”

MIAMI VALLEY. 
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DAYTON, Ohio, July 1, 1897. 

The dual observance of Independence 
Day will materially interfere with business 
in the paper trade. In fact, it has already 
done so thus early. 

The factories and mills up and down the 
valley will close generally on Monday, 
though not a few of the concerns which 
find trade dull and orders slow will take 
advantage of conditions and the occasion, 
and will suspend both days. In Dayton, as 
in most metropolitan towns, the day will 
be celebrated on Monday. The Saturday 
afternoon holiday will afford an extra slice 
for mill employees and office men, and as 
there are amusements galore they need 
not fear that the holiday will pass prosily. 

Reports from various mill centres and 
from the prominent Dayton concerns indi- 
cate a better feeling. The improvement is 
tediously slow, but better so than hopeless. 
Conditions do not belie themselves, even 
though there is an insufficiency of common- 
sense confidence. 

The partial settlement of the tariff as it 
affects the paper trade will effect much 
general good and awaken business to a 
certain extent. 

The Latin-Americans came, saw, and 
conquered. They unanimously admitted 
that they enjoyed their most novel visit to 
Dayton, and, it may be added, not alto- 
gether unprofitable one to all concerned. 

The delegates traveled in luxurious style, 
and the reception tendered them was in 
every respect in keeping with the dignity 
and importance of this community. While 
all manufacturers performed a creditable 
share, it must be said that the enterprising 
National Cash Register Company is entitled 
to all possible honor in its successful effort 
to bring the delegation Daytonward. 

The foreigners arrived in the city early 
Saturday morning, and after being driven 
about the city were escorted to the 
N. C. R. works. A comprehensive and 
cleverly arranged programme was followed, 
and while the cash register secured gener- 


ous attention other manufacturers ap- 
peared to be well satisfied. 

Capt. J. S. Crane spoke on ‘ Dayton 
and Its Manufactories,” and illustrated the 
exterior and interior of plants and products 
manufactured, by stereopticon, accompany- 
ing the same with full explanations. In 
this way the entire city and its vast indus- 
trial interests were neatly reviewed. The 
Latin-Americans expressed great satisfac- 
tion over this unique entertainment, which 
they claimed would prove more valuable to 
them than a personal visit, which is at- 
tended usually with confusion and personal 
discomfort and fatigue. The Pittsburg 
visit was memorable chiefly for the con- 
spicuity of the latter element. 

The distinguished party of men agreed 
without a single dissent that the Dayton 
trip was among the most profitable, if not 
completely so. 

At the cash register factory an elaborate 
luncheon was served for 200, among whom 
were many of Dayton’s substantial manu- 
facturers and business men. The paper in- 
dustry and the paper machinery trade were 
solidly represented, embracing as they do 
some of the largest concerns in the world. 

Several of the delegates stated that the 
opening for paper men, in South America 
particularly, was unlimited. The same 
may be said of Mexico, and few manufac- 
turers are in a better position to realize this 
than the paper and pulp machinery men of 
the Miami Valley, who have been slowly 
but steadily creating a demand in the 
southern country. 

At Cincinnati a couple of days were con- 
sumed, chiefly in sightseeing, the industrial 
feature being subordinated. Special re- 
ligious services were held at St. Peter's 
Cathedral in honor of the visitors. 

Nashville, St. Louis, Chicago, Milwau- 
kee, Grand Rapids, Detroit, Cleveland and 
Buffalo will be visited in the order named 
before the foreigners return to their native 
country. 

Thethoughtful man, in reviewing the pos- 
sible results of this inspection, will discover 
a few discrepancies. In fact, it will be 
claimed that the trip is of necessity a hur- 
ried one, and that lack of attention to vari- 
ous industries will tend to confuse irretriev- 
ably. While in a measure this is true, it 


should be borne in mind that these Latin- 
Americans return to their homes overflow- 
ing with the wonders and the resources of 
the greatest nationon the earth. This fea- 
ture will prove the guiding star in the open- 
ing of a substantial market to American 
goods and products, and with the influence 
of the prominent representatives in the 
party the probable outcome merely re- 
solves into a question of time. 

It may surprise the average reader to 
know that these men actually purchased 
new trunks while in this country, to be used 
especially as receptacles for literdture and 
printed matter, descriptive of the cities vis- 
ited and of the plants and establishments 
inspected. Nearly all expressed a desire to 
critically review the collection upon their 
return to their desks in shops, offices and 
banks. 

Dayton and the Miami Valley are not 
ashamed of the reception tendered the vis- 
itors, nor of the recognition paid this com-

FOX RIVER VALLEY. 
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APPLETON, Wis., June 29, 1897. 

The consensus of opinion among the 
paper manufacturers of this valley seems 
to be that business is in an encouraging 
condition. The outlook seems to brighten 
all the time instead of going the other 
way, as was expected a month ago. 
Business is certainly holding up wonder- 
fully well considering the season. There 
is, of course, no change in prices, but 
orders are coming in more freely. All 
the mills are running full. 

One of the paper manufacturers of the 
valley, who, for the present, prefers not 
to have his name mentioned, has just re- 
turned froma trip to the Pacific Coast, and 
while there secured a fine export order, 
amounting to 250 tons of print, for 
Japan. This order will be made in the 
Fox River Valley, and it is hoped may not 
be the only order of the kind coming here 
in the future. 

The past week has been one of heavy 
rains, and the great amount of water that 
has fallen has contributed to raise the 
level of Lake Winnebago, and guarantees 
good water power for some little time to 
come. A couple of gentlemen represent- 
ing the War Department made their semi- 
annual trip down the Fox River last week 
in the interests of navigation, and found a 
good stage of water everywhere. Boats 
drawing six feetof water can safely make 
their way through the canals and river 
stretches. 

Architect C. B. Pride, of this city, is pre- 
paring preliminary plans for a gigantic 
pulp and paper mill, whose building is con- 
templated by Eastern and foreign capital- 
ists. The details of this enterprise are 
being kept very quiet, and little can be 
said at present about it. It is known, how- 
ever, that the paper mill is designed to 
have seven large machines, while the wood- 
pulp department will be fully commensur- 
ate in size. It is understood that the loca- 
tion of this plant is still undecided, as 
several places are in view, any one of 
which may be settled upon. In any event 
it is not that it will eome to Wis- 
consin, but will go rather either East or 
West. Particulars regarding this big en- 
terprise may be expected to develop in due 
time. Mr. Pride is at present in Duluth, 
Minn., where he has been called to look 
over a water power, and to determine the 
feasibility of generating power from it and 
transmitting it electrically into the city. 

It is reported that the plan for electrical 
transmission of power from Chappie Rapids 
to the cities of Marinette and Menominee 
is developing satisfactorily, and will cer- 
tainly be a go. Certain action has lately 
been taken by the parties interested which 
would seem to bear out the report. 

It is expected that the organization of the 
company that is to build the new electric 
interurban railroad along the valley from 
Neenah to Kaukauna will be completed 
this week, when werk upon the line will be 
at once commenced. It is said that cars 
will be running between Appleton and 
Neenah within sixty days. They will go 
by way of Lake Winnebago, and a fine 
summer resort will be built at the point 
where the road reaches the lake. The 
road will be of great benefit and con- 
venience to all the cities it touches, and 
will doa great deal toward uniting the in- 
terests and sympathies of all the paper- 
making towns in the Fox River Valley. 

The Appleton Wire Works, manufac- 
turer of Fourdinier wires, has just re- 
ceived an order from the Willamette Pulp 
and Paper Company, of Oregon City, Ore., 
for two of the longest wires ever heard of 
in this region. They are to be 70 feet in 
length and 84 inches wide. The Appleton 
Wire Works people report that business is 
very satisfactory with them. They are 
running full time and doing all they con- 
veniently can, and, moreover, are contem- 
plating putting in one or two more looms 
within the next few months. Since their 


establishment in this city not many months : 


ago their wires have gone into almost all 
the mills, where they have given the best 
of satisfaction. 

The Menasha Wood Split Pulley Com- 
pany, of Menasha, is just at present experi- 
menting with a new felt roll of its manu- 
facture, from which especially good re- 
sults are promised. A couple of the rolls 
are being used experimentally in the mill 
of the Whiting Paper Company, at Men- 
asha, where they are working satisfactor- 
ily. The pulley company is preparing to 
push this new roll in connection with its 
other excellent products for paper-mill use. 
The Menasha pulleys go all over the 
world, and new improvements and adapta- 
tions of them are constantly being made. 
The pulley company is compelled to de- 
sign and manufacture most of its own ma- 
chinery for making pulleys and other 
specialties, as there is nothing in the 
market which will do the work. Among 
other shipments of the company’s products 
recently is a consignment of pulleys for 
South Africa. 

The mill of the Telulah Paper Company, 
in this city, is just being provided with four 
new Appleton screens, made by the Apple- 
ton Machine Company, which will be used 
to replace the former screens, two to each 
paper machine. The Telulah people have 
not yet found opportunity to make the im- 
provements to their paper machines that 
they have projected for some time past. 
The material has been on the ground for 
weeks. They are promising now to do it 
next month. 

The John Edwards Manufacturing Com- 
pany is putting in a system of drainage at 
Port Edwards, for the benefit of the houses 
they own and rent to their employees 
Superintendent Dodge, of this company, 
visited Appleton friends over Sunday. 
He and Mrs. Dodge are both riding new 
bicycles. The new bicycle path that is 
being built along the Wisconsin River, con- 
necting most of the paper mills in the vicin- 
ity of Grand Rapids, is nearly completed. 
It is about eight miles in length. 

Paul Werner, of Kaukauna, employed in 
te mill of the Park Falls Pulp and Paper 
Company, at Park Falls, was caught on a 
shaft one day last week and whirled around 
it, breaking his shoulder and three ribs, and 
bruising him very badly. He is in a hos- 
pital and is improving. 

L. Alers-Hankey, of THe Paper Trapeze 
Journa., visited the Fox River Valley a 
day or two ago, spending a few days here. 
He was very pleasantly impressed, not only 


with the. amount. of busimess being done 


hete and the character of the manufactur- 
ing plants that he saw, but also with the 
natural beauties of the valley and its ad- 
vantages as a place to live, or for a city 
man to spend a vacation in. 

Walter Sembritzki, who has been study- 
ing paper-making methods in this valley 
for several months, has finished his work, 
and taken his departure for his home in 
Austria.

PHILADELPHIA. 
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PHILADELPHIA, Pa., June 29, 1897. 

The usual dullness in trade which marks 
the advent of the Glorious Fourth is upon 
this city, and from now on until after 
the eagle’s scream has died away little 
activity can be looked for. The dullness 
this year, however, differs in no material 
respect from that experienced every year. 
There is nothing about it to suggest that 
trade is taking a backward step. The 
slight tendency upward that has been noted 
in the last few weeks still continues, and 
there is every reason to suppose that it will 
continue, so that by September or October 
business will be established on something 
like a normal basis. Orders, small ones, 
are still numerous, and from more than one 
house I have received assurances that in 
this respect business exceeds that of the cor- 
responding period of last year. But there 
must be large improvement in the quality 
of orders to make them perfectly satisfac- 
tory. Asample order which I saw to-day 
had nearly a score of items in it, for papers 
of six grades; each order represented a dif- 
ferent sized paper and each in itself was 
trivial. It was just a sample of the kind of 
orders with which dealers have to contend. 

Stock in the main continues to move 
sluggishly, though there has been some 
activity in the last few days in old news. 
From a leading stock house comes the in- 
formation that there is actually a scarcity 
of old news in the local market. The 
reason thereof is assigned to be the 
great demands made for it by Alexander 
Balfour for his Roxborough paper box 
board mill. Prices run between 35 and 50 
cents, clinging, however; to the lower 
figure. From the same house comes the 
statement that in the near future it is the 
intention of the Singerly Pulp Mill, at 
Singerly, Md., which supplies the paper 
for the Philadelphia Record, to begin 
the use of paper stock. Large quantities 
of old news are therefore being held for it. 
These twocauses in conjunction are held 
to account for the scarcity. 

In a letter which is being sent out by 
C. S. Garrett & Son to the trade generally, 
there is found an indication that one of this 
firm’s business rivals will be involved in a 
trade war unless certain practices are sus- 
pended. The letter is self-explanatory. It 
is as follows : 

To Our Patrons and Friends : 

We desire to call your attention to the fact that 
some of tne “numbers” of*our building papers 
have for along time been and are at the present 
time extensively copied, besides representing the 
paper to be equivalent in quality to ours, The 
misrepresentation of the quality is an imposition 
upon yourselves, and the copying and sélling-un- 
der our ‘‘numbers ” is positively unfriendly to us,: 
as “‘numbers” used by us for so many years de- 
signating not only-the kind, but representing 
quality, have become our “Trade Mark,” and 
courtesy alone would debar any other house from 
using the same. We hope, therefore, that you will 
particularly bear this in mind, and when wishing 
quality which is represented in our “ numbers” 
you will send your orders direct to this house, Nos, 
12 and 14 Decatur street. 

Albert De Cernea & Co. have almost 
completed their removal from 19 South 
Seventh street to their new double-front 
quarters at 135-137 North Seventh street. 
The clerical force is quartered in the new 
premises, but considerable’ stock still re- 
mainsin the old. Orders are shipped from 
the old stand in order to avoid the neces- 
sity of removal. 

The Legislature has given consent to the 
Garrett, Buchanan, Collins Company to 
change its name, agreeable to the petition 
made by the firm. The style of the com- 
pany is now ‘‘Garrett-Buchanan Company.” 
It yet retains a warehouse at 14’ North 
Seventh street, but will shortly dispose of 
it, conducting all its business at 3 and 5 and 
12 Decatur street. 

Henry F. Hall, a recent employee of 
C. S. Garrett & Son, has been promoted to 
the position of chief salesman of jobbing 
papers. Mr. Hall is new in the business, 
but he has given abundant evidence of his 
qualifications for it. He was formerly in 
the iron business in the interior of the State, 
and has there a large acquaintance. The 
result has been that he has brought to the 
firm a number of desirable new customers 
and several large orders. 

E. J. Spangler, the only surviving mem- 
ber of the old-established firm of E. J. 
Spangler & Co., is lying critically ill at his 
home. 
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The business men of the city, despite 
mid-summer distractions, are taking active 
measures to attract the trade of out-of-town 
merchants to the city. A meeting of rep- 
resentatives of all trades was held on Mon- 
day afternoon in the assembly room of 
the Bourse for the purpose of deciding on 
the date upon which the railroads entering 
the city will be asked to place on sale tick- 
ets at a reduced rate, and allowing stop- 
over privileges similar to those now sold in 
New York, Boston and Baltimore. The 
matter was thoroughly discussed, but no 
action was taken. Another matter which 
has been interesting trade vitally is the 
withdrawal on June 80 by the Ocean Steam- 
ship Company of its line to Savannah from 
this port.

A largely at- 
tended meeting to consider the matter was 
lately held at the Bourse, and as a result of 
this meeting there was yesterday appointed 
a committee which is to inquire into the 
matter and report.

Tue Senate has finished its work on 
the paper schedule of the tariff bill, 
and that section upon which action 
was deferred, and which refers prin- 
cipally to surface-coated papers, now 
reads as follows : 

Surface-coated papers not specially pro- 
vided for in this act, 24% cents per pound 
and 15 per cent. ad valorem ; if printed, or 
wholly or partly covered with metal or its 
solutions, or with gelatin or flock, 3 cents 
per pound and 20 per cent. ad valorem ; 
parchment papers, 2 cents per pound and 
so per cent. ad valorem ; plain basic pho- 
tographic papers for albumenizing, sensi- 
tizing or baryta coating, 8 cents per pound 
and 20 per cent. ad valorem. 

The provision is not as satisfactory 
as it might be, for the reason that the 
ad valorem provision leaves the old 
loophole of which advantage has been 
taken so often in the past, and by 
means of which undervaluations have 
been practiced. It is well known that 
there have been such undervaluations, 
and while no cases have been brought 
to a definite determination the prices at 
which the wares have been sold have 
been such as to convince even compet- 
ing importers that all the facts in the 
case are not fully known. It is to be 
hoped that under this schedule at least 
some ofthis unfair competition will be 
cut off.

The Clinton Lithographing Company, 
215 South Clinton street, Chicago, made an 
assignment June 29 to Albert M. Baker.

Finding that this con- 
dition existed, an assignment was thought 
advisable to protect all creditors alike. 


The Milton Paper Company, Milton, 
N. H., has made the following proposition 
to its creditors: First. To organize a new 
corporation under the laws of the State of 
New Hampshire, which shall purchase 
from Alva Shurtleff all his rights to the 
machinery, tools, buildings, leasehold 
rights, and all other rights acquired by 
him at the mortgagee’s sale, subject to 
mortgages not exceeding said sum of $13,- 
000, said corporation to be organized with 
a capital stock of $125,000, which will ap- 
proximate the cost of the property at Mil- 
ton and include also a fair valuation of the 
leasehold rights, with a par value of $50 
per share, a portion of which shall be pre- 
ferred stock, andall the stock, both preferred 
and common, to be issued to Alva Shurtleff 
in payment for the property and rights 
which the new company may acquire of him. 
Second. The creditors of the Milton Paper 
Company shall advance to the new cor- 
poration 20 per cent. of the amount of the 
indebtedness of the said Milton Paper Com- 
pany to them, in cash, for which they shall 
receive the notes of the new company, pay- 


able in four equal semi-annual payments, 
with interest ai the rate of 6 per cent. per 
annum, payable semi-annually; and in 
addition thereto shall receive from Alva 
Shurtleff preferred stock in the new cor- 
poration to the amount of their respective 
debts against the Milton Paper Company. 
Third. The preferred stock so issued to 
creditors shall bear interest at the rate of 4 
per cent. per annum, payable  semi- 
annually, and shall be retired pro rata in 
or within three years after the cash ad- 
vances to the new corporation are repaid, 
in equal semi-annual payments. Fourth. 
In issuing the preferred stock, Alva 
Shurtleff shall be entitled to $18,250, 
and shall not be required to con- 
tribute in cash to the new capital as 
herein provided a sum in excess of $2,500. 
Fifth. As soon as the amount of preferred 
stock that will be required to settle with 
the creditors of the Milton Paper Company 
is determined, then the balance of the stock 
to the amount of the full capital of $125.000 
shall be issued as common stock to Alva 
Shurtleff, who shall convey four shares to 
Mr. Tefft, of the Sandy Hill Iron and Brass 
Works, and the balance to William K. 
Shurtleff and Alton Faunce or their nomi- 
nees. In the directorate of the proposed 
new corporation, Alton Faunce, W. K. 
Shurtleff and Mr. Tefft, or his nominee, 
shall be directors. Sixth. A contract shall 
be made between the new company and 
W. K. Shurtleff and Alton Faunce, for a 
period of five years. by which the said 
W. K. Shurtleff shall have charge of the 
manufacturing at Milton, N. H., and the 
said Faunce shall have charge of the books 
and selling of the product of the mill at 
Boston. 


The DeCernea Failure.

on judgment notes aggregating $28,500. 
These executions were issued against Al- 
bert De Cernea and Ogden Armstrong, 
trading as Albert De Cernea & Co. The 
notes were as follows: In favor of the 
Merchants National Bank, $3,500 note 
dated June 29, payable on dematid ; Mattie 
De Cernea, note for $10,000 dated August 
5, 1896, payable on demand; Mary O. 
Moorehouse, $10,000 note dated October 5, 
1896, payable on demand ; and George R. 
Moorehouse, $5,000 note dated October 5, 
1896, payable on demand. 

The deed of assignment was entered 
with the recorder of deeds on Thursday 
afternoon. It was dated July 1, names 
Alexander W. Magill, an attorney, as as- 
signee, and conveys no real estate. Mr. 
Magill, when seen on Thursday, stated 
that he was unable to give any esti- 
mate of liabilities or assets, but added that 
the report that the liabilities amounted to 
$200,000 was no doubt very much exagger- 
ated. Neither of the partners could be 
seen. The sheriff is in charge of both 
offces, and all the employees have been

BLEACHING POWDER. 





Tue Senate Praces It ON THE DUTIABLE 


List. 





[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 





WASHINGTON, D. C., July 1, 1897. 

On the second reading of the tariff bill 
the subject of the duty on bleaching 
powder has again come up for discussion, 
with the result that the amendment placing 
a duty on it of one-fifth of one cent a pound 
was adopted by the Senate. 

The amendment was not adopted without 
an animated fight between Senators Gray, 
Gallinger, Allen, Teller and Burrows. 
Again, Senator Gray was the most active 
champion in behalf of the interests of those 
opposed to the measure. He called atten- 
tion to the fact that those who are engaged 
in the manufacture of pulp and of paper 
were looking with no little concern upon 
the proposition to impose a duty on what 
has heretofore been free, and thereby sub- 
ject them to a heavy additional cost in the 
production of their material. 

He said he had been told by a single 
wood-pulp manufacturer in this country 
that this duty will mean an increase in ex- 
pense to him of $20,000 a year.

present proportions. That means the em- 
ployment of skilled labor, and all the in- 
numerable blessings that flow and diffuse 
themselves from a conservatively conduct- 


ed and wholesomely growingindustry. He 
did not believe that in this, any 
more than in any other case, it was either 
right or just that the 
think they can make this bleach in the 


United States should, in looking around at 


these prosperous and thriving industries 
scattered all over the United States from 
ocean to ocean, levy a tribute upon them 
because they are prosperous. It has oc- 
curred to sormhe gentlemen that with the 
use of some English patents, largely con- 
trolled by English capital, they can, by a 
process that has never yet been anything 
more than an experiment, manufacture this 
bleach profitably to themselves and compel 
all the manufacturers of wood pulp and 
paper to buy from them and pay tribute to 
this protected industry. He thought it 
was not right and that there was no justice 
in it, even from a protectionist point of view, 
because upon authority which he thought 
was unquestionable there is no successfully 
established manufacturer of bleach in this 
country, and it is quite certain that 
none has ever been made in _ suf- 
ficient quantities for commercial purposes 
to justify the imposition of a protective tax. 
He said that he understood that there were 
certain large paper manufacturers, notably 
in the State of Maine, where they manufac- 
ture the liquid chloride, which cannot be 
transported, but can be used for their own 
manufacture of wood pulp and paper. 
They use the chlorine gas in their own man- 
ufactures. Lime is merely the base to carry 
the chlorine, and when so united it can 
be used commercially and shipped from 
one country to another or across the ocean, 
but it has never been made in this coun- 
try in a form in which it can be transported 
successfully, or in quantities that are not 
insignificant. The Solvay process that 
these people have control of is patented 
in this country and is patented abroad. It 
is protected in that way, and because they 
have never yet been able to success- 
fully compete with the manufac- 
ture of chloride of lime that comes from 
abroad and cannot be successfully made in 
this country, he did not think that they 
should be allowed to plunder these various 
industries in this fashion. It is a raw 
material in the sense in which it is used 
in manafacture. The senator understood 
that one man’s raw material is another 
man’s finished product, but he was not 
discussing the free raw material of the

It might be that a large amount of 
bleaching powder was not now produced 
here, but it is produced and is being pro- 
duced in larger quantities every month. 
There are seven or eight establishments 
that have the opportunity to produce it. 

In answer to inquiries as to where it was 
being produced, the senator replied that 
they were producing it in Saltville, W. Va.; 
in Syracuse, and that there were two estab- 
lishments completed in Detroit, where they 
were on a fair road to produce it, and 
where there were the natural facilities for 
its production. He further stated that he 
thought they would manufacture it with- 
out the protection asked for. 

Senator Gray again took the floor and said 
that he had a statement before him which 
showed him that 65 per cent. of the bleach 
imported cume from England, the other 35 
per cent. being made on the Continent, 
principally in Germany. With reference 
to the statement made that we send $2,000,- 
000 a year out of the country to buy bleach, 
he saw no reason why the thriving pulp 
makers and paper makers of the United 
States should be made to pay a great deal 
more than that amount in order that this 
experiment might be tried. It is not yet 
demonstrated, nor is there any hopeful 
outlook that it will be demonstrated, 
that bleach can be made in this 
to compete with foreign bleach, or that it 
can be made at all withont levying a very 
onerous charge upon the users of it in the 


grounds the duty is placed it was unfair 
to burden honest and legitimate industry 
as Necessary as the matter of paper mak- 
ing. He said he had a note froma large 
paper-pulp maker in which the statement 
was made: ‘'The paper-pulp trades are 
shipping to-day to all points in the world. 
A duty on bleach means the abandonment of 
the foreign market.” He was not prepared 
to say whether tHis was an extravagant as- 
sertion, but it did show that these honest 
people are very much concerned about 
the matter, and that to them it means 
a very onerous tax and a very important 
interference with their present business. 
From the same authority he was informed 
that during the past five years bleach has 
been declining in price; that there are not 
two tons of bleach per day produced in the 
United States, while 175 tons are consumed 
daily ; and further, that this bleach has 
only been made within the last few months. 
The experiment has recently been tried in 
West Virginia, and therefore could not 
have influenced the price, which has come 
down almost one-half in the past five years. 
He askei Senator Burrows, of Michigan, 
whether there was any bleach made in that 
State. 

In reply to that question Senator Bur- 
rows said that he was not certain whether 
any was being made at this time, but he 
did know that capital is about to invest in 
the enterprise with a view to making 
bleach in his State. He also volunteered 
the information that we send abroad an- 
nually over $2,000,000 to a foreign syndi- 
cate for this bleach. This goes to a com- 
pany which is backed by a capital of $39.- 
000,000, on which we are dependent for the 
furnishing of this very important ingredient 
in our manufactures. He said he had 
letters to show that the manufacture of 
bleach can be carried on in the United 
States beyond all question, ifa slight pro- 
tection is granted, and the letters also 
showed that when the industry was estab- 
lished the bleach would be very much 
cheaper to the American people than it had 
ever been before. 

Senator Gray said that he was confirmed 
in his opinion that none was being made 
commercially at the present time, that all 
was in preparation and in anticipation of 
the tax, and that it will be made if the 
United States will go into partnership with 
them and compel the paper makers, the 
pulp makers, the linen makers, and the tex- 
tile manufacturers of the country to pay 
this increased price. Of course, if 
are compelled to buy their bleach in this 
way, by imposing a penalty upon them if 
they do not, almost any industry can be 
supported, but he appealed to his friends 
on the other side who believe in what they 
call a protection principle whether they are 
not destroying the groundwork of justice 
upon which they claim that the system 
rests. 

A discussion arose between Senators 
Gallinger and Gray as to whether the Rum- 
ford Falls Company, in Maine, was a suc- 
cess financially or commercially, and Sena- 
tor Teller remarked that he understood the 
concern in Maine, of which they had been 
speaking, had invested a good deal of 
money in the attempt to make bleaching 
powder, but up to the present time no suc- 
cess had been achieved ; that it was a great 
financial loss, and the powders that they 
had been able to make have not been such 
as the people of the country who are using 
bleaching powders are willing to use. It 
had neither been a success in the character 
of the material furnished nor in the 
amount, nor in a financial view, and it was 
practically a failure, as he was advised by 
those who are in a position to know. 


Senator Gallinger disputed the state- 
ments of Senator Teller, and said that later 
on he would try to make it appear other- 
wise. Senator Gray supplemented the re- 
marks of Senator Teller by saying that he 
had a letter from a perfectly reliable source 
showing that the Rumford Falls Company 
does not make commercial chloride of lime. 
It disintegrates salt by electricity and 
obtains the chlorine gas, which cannot be 
transported and is not known commercially 
as bleaching powder. While the company 
makes it for its own use, yet the liquid gas 
cannot be transported until it is united with 
limestone, and that has not been success- 
fully done, for climatic reasons on one side, 
and for the character of the limestone and 
facilities we do not possess on the other. 


Senator Allison said the whole matter 
seemed to him to be ina nutshell. These 
bleaching powders are now imported from 
England, being manufactured by the 
United Alkali Company, of England, hav- 
ing a very large capital. The English 
manufacturers united about 1883 or 1884 
into one corporation and raised the price 
from 1% cents or 1 cent to 2% cents or 24 
cents. It was suggested to put one-fifth of 
a cent per pound on bleaching powder, 
which is equivalent to 11 per cent. If the 
United Alkali Company could jump the 
price up and down to the extent of 1 cent a 


The price of bleach was 
in 1892, 2% cents per pound, and it has 
steadily fallen to 1% cents per pound at 
the present time. There has been a steady 
decrease in the price.

There are more than a thousand paper 
manufacturers scattered all over the Uni- 
ted States, to say nothing of the wood- 
pulp manufacturers who supply them 
with their raw material, and the other 
kindred industries that depend largely 
upon having these materials as they have 
had them heretofore. You are going to de- 
range this industry in order to try an ex- 
periment. You are going to make them 
pay the cost of the experiment. We do not 
pay it. You do not even make the United 
States distribute the cost among all the 
people, but you make all these industries 
pay the cotof these experiments of the 
English patentees, who, I am informed, 
own largely or are interested in the pro- 
posed works at Niagara Falls and in the 
Syracuse works, where they make it as a 
by-product out of the manufacture of salt. 


** Mr. President, as I said a while ago, 
there is not much practical result coming 
from these protests, but they ought to be 
made, nevertheless, in order to show the 
iniquity of making this sort of an experi- 
ment at the cost of the industries of this 
country.” 

Senator Gallinger took exception to the 
statement that bleaching powder was not 
being successfully manufactured in this 
country, and said that the senator from 
Delaware must have some information that 
had not been given to the other members, 
but that he had a letter from a very dis- 
tinguished citizen of his own State, a man 
of the highest possible integrity, connected 
with the State Agricultural College, in 
which it was stated that the Rumford Falls 
Company has a capital of $300,000, and that 
it is now manufacturing bleaching pow- 
der under American patents. His cor- 
respondent further stated that fair profits 
at one time seemed certain, but prices de- 
clined, and that for the last four years they 
had been continuously losing money, and he

THE MONEY MARKET.—The stock 
market shows improvement, but still con- 
tinues narrow and highly professional. Call 
loans on stock collaterals were active. in con- 
nection with the completion of July settle- 
ments, rates ranging from 1 to 2 per cent., 
and averaging about 1% per cent. Brokers 
report that time-loaning rates on approved 
lines of collateral are 2 per cent. for thirty 
to sixty days, 2% per cent. for three and 
four months, and 8@8¥% per cent. for five 
and eight months. These rates apply only 
to collateral loans upon which the lender 
may at any time call up additional margin. 
Commercial paper is fairly active. The 
offerings of notes for discount have in- 
creased in a pronounced way from the 
mills throughout the country. Other paper, 
however, is also in good supply. Rates 
are 3@3% per cent. for best double names, 
84%@4 per cent. for best single names, 
and 4@4¥% per cent. for other good notes 
less well known. 

THE PAPER TRADE.—The possibility 
of the tariff bill coming to a vote in the 
Senate within a few days and the near ap- 
proach of the final settlement of the whole 
vexing question by Congress has had a 
somewhat cheering effect upon the trade 
this week. There is, however, only a small 
business doing, and even Book and Ma- 
nilla papers are quiet.

Wall Paper Dealers in Session. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 





NIAGARA FALLS, N. Y., July 1, 1897. 

The first annual convention of the retail 
wall paper dealers of the United States 
and Canada was held at the International 
Hotel here Tuesday and Wednesday of 
this week. Although the call, as published 
in Tue Paper Trape JouRNAL last week, 
was the first intimation given many of the 
dealers, there was a large gathering and 
much interest expressed in the movement 
for consolidation and union to fight the 
evils which threaten to ruin this branch of 
the trade. 

Among those present when Charles O'H. 
Craigie called the convention to order, 
were: D. F. Cowles, of Gloversville ;

Pane, Edward E. Short, Gilson G. Blake 
and Peter Metzen, Jr., of Buffalo; Wm. 
M. Newroth, A. Greenburg, Mayer Gold- 
stein, of New York; J. L. Sprague, of 
Jamestown, N Y.; Benj. S. Crowles, of 
Glens Falls ; Edward R. Carpenter, of Au- 
burn; Carl Gauter, of Attica; Julius 
Baumgras, of Syracuse; J. C. Penfold, of 
Lockport; Wm. B_ Enos, of Penn Yan; 
A. E. Ballard, Theodore B. Hager, A. J. 
Albright, John B. Flynn, of Niagara Falls. 

Many more members from nearby cities 
and towns dropped in later, some staying 
for half a day only, but announcing that 
they were heartily in accord with the 
movement, 

D. T. Cowles, of Gloversville, was elected 
secretary, and Charles O'H. Craigie, of 
New York, presiding officer. 

The first move was the passing of a reso- 
lution that an association be formed to 
embrace the retail wall-paper dealers of the 
United States and Canada. 

The committee on resolutions was ap- 
pointed as follows: Benjamin S. Cowles, 
of Glens Falls ; Wm, M. Newroth, of New 
York, and Gilson G. Blake, of Buffalo. 

The committee on organization and 
charter was appointed as follows: S. L. 


Graves, of Buffalo; C. M. Page, of Roches- 
ter; Edward R. Carpenter, of Auburn; 
Julius Baumgras, of Syracuse, and Daniel 
F. Cowles, of Gloversville. 

There was then a general discussion as 
to the abuses existing in the trade, after 
which it was decided to form an associa- 
tion under the name of the American 
Association of Wall Paper Dealers, and to 
ask all manufacturers and jobbers to dis- 
continue the retailing of wall paper from 
their factories and jobbing branches, and 
the distribution of sample books to paper 
hangers. 

A constitution and by-laws was adopted, 
and the commissioner was instructed to 
visit the leading cities and present the 
claims of the association to them. 

A committee of five, to be members of 
the association from Buffalo, will be ap- 
pointed to make application for a charter 
under the laws of the State of West Vir- 
ginia. The application is all drawn up, 
and will be placed before a United States 
commissioner in Buffalo for action. 

The committee on nominations then 
made its report, which was unanimously 
adopted, and the following officers were 
duly elected :

The order calls 
for fifteen 110-inch dryers, one receiver 
dryer and two stacks of calenders. 

A year ago the Appleton Wire Works, 
Appleton, Wis., started its factory in a 
modest way with one loom, and a visit to 
its works shows that it now has six ma- 
chines which are all running on full time. 
This youngest but not the least enterpris- 
ing firm of wire makers is composed of 
William Buchanan, general manager, his 
two sons, S. R. and I. Buchanan, and A. B. 
Wrissenborn. Mr. Buchanan senior comes 
from an old wire-weaving stock, his father 
having engaged in the business in its in- 
fancy. He was brought up in the factory 
of the DeWitt Wire Cloth Company, and 
afterward worked for many years with both 
the Eastwood Company and the Cheney- 
Bigelow Company. Mr. Buchanan claims 
that his company’s looms, which vary 
from 100 inches to 128 inches, are fitted 
with all the most recent improvements, 
thereby enabling the company to turn out 
the very best quality of work. 

The Paragon Paper Company, Eaton, 
Ind., whose mill was so extensively injured 
by a recent cyclone, has contracted with 
the Beloit (Wis.) Iron Works for the re- 
erection of the machines and the renewing 
of all injured parts. The damage is now 
estimated at all the way from $15,000 to 
$30,000. 

The paper machine which is being built 
by the Beloit Iron Works, Beloit, Wis., for 
the Oconto Falls Paper Company 1s nearly 
completed and is expected to be running 
about August 1. 

More than 5,000,000 feet of balm logs are 
being floated down the river to Oregon 
City, Ore., for the pulp mills, trom the San- 
tiam country.

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business, and would leave us in the hands 
of the great English trust, who could make 
prices high or low, as would best suit their 
purposes. He said that he was interested 
in the manufacture of paper to the extent 
that there are very large pulp and paper 
mills in his own State, and he has been 
appealed to by the gentlemen interested 
to put bleach on the free list, but he de- 
clined to help in that direction. He claimed 
that he was a national protectionist, and, 
while he was in favor of protecting one 
industry, he was equally in favor of pro- 
tecting other industries, whether they be 
in the North, South, East, or West. 

The paper manufacturers for whom 
Senator Gray appealed, and who protest so 
earnestly, are asking for increased protec- 
tion for their product, which is to be given 
to them, and which they deserve and ought 
to have. He was in favor of protecting the 
paper manufacturers, but not to the detri- 
ment and destruction of an American 
industry which is as promising as the 
manufacture of bleach in the United States. 

Senator Gray, in reply, stated that the 
Rumford Falls company did manufacture 
bleach, but it is for its own use as a wood- 
pulp maker anda paper maker, and he was 
under the impression that the manufactur- 
ing of these two articles was the largest 
part of its business, occupying the most 
of its attention and its capital; in other 
words, that the manufacture of bleaching 
powder by the company is merely a side 
issue. 

Quoting from the prospecttis of the Cast- 
SS 
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ner-Kellner Company, which proposes to 
work under the English and American 
patents, he read: 


‘‘In further evidence of the value of 
these patents and processes, it may be 
stated that the Mathieson Alkali orks 
have erected at their own cost an extensive 
plant for the working of the Castner proc- 
ess in America, and that an agreement has 
been entered into between them and the 
Aluminum Company, Limited, for the pur- 
chase of the Castner patents in the United 
States for the sum of £65,000, payable £30,- 
000 in cash and £35,000 in shares, together 
with substantial royalties, to be paid upon 
the completion and satisfactory running of 
the plant and the production of certain 
specified results. A syndicate has also 
been formed in Austria, ‘ The Consortium 
for Electro-Chemical Industry,’ for the 
working of the Kellner process, the works 
of which are now being erected at Golling, 
near Salzburg.” 

He also presented the following letter 
from the Jessup & Moore Paper Company: 

My Dear CoLoneL :—Replying to your 
queries of this morning, I beg to advise you 
that there is between 50,000 and 60,000 tons, 
pow:

and woodland in Canada; then you can 
continue your export trade of paper. 

The processes under which bleach is now 
made are the ‘* Widnes,” ‘* Deacon,” and 
several electrolytic. In the ‘‘ Widnes” proc- 
ess, which is the most used, the chlorine 
is liberated from the hydrochloric acid by 
mixing it with manganese oxide. In the 
‘* Deacon” process chlorine is liberated 
from the hydrochloric acid gas at a high 
temperature by passing this gas over bricks 
that have been saturated in a solution of 
copper. In the electrolytic process the 
chlorine is liberated directly from the brine 
by the action of the electric current. 

The experimental plants for making 
bleach electrolytically have sprung up from 
time to time in England and on the Conti- 
nent, and to a small extent only in this 
country; but so far none of these plants 
has demonstrated by actual output its 
ability to manufacture any considerable 
quantity commesnaly. I do not believe 
that 5 per cent. of the bleach produced and 
consumed in the world to-day is made elec- 
trolytically. The electrolytic process which 
is now claiming the attention of those in- 
terested in the production of chemicals 

enerally is the Castner Kellner process. 

his process is controlled by Brunner- 
Mond, of England, or Solvay, of Austria, 
and they have been for some time erectlng 
a plant at West Point, near Runcorn, Eng- 
land. They expected to have their product 
on the market a year ago, but so far have 
= made very insignificant quantities. 
his is the process which the Mathieson 
Alkali Company to use at Niag- 
ara Falls, it having purchased the right 
for the sole manufacture under this process

imparts to the dandy roll a rotary move- 
ment, so that when it is lowered into con- 
tact with the paper web it shall move at a 
speed corresponding with the rate at which 
the web moves and therefore avoid the 
danger, incident to other machines, of 
breaking the web. 

In the accompanying drawings, Fig. 1 
is a side elevation of a dandy roll and the 
accompanying mechanism equipped with 
this improvements, some of the parts being 
in section. Fig. 2 is an end elevation of 
the roll and some of the parts connected 
therewith. Fig 3 is a detail view, on an 
enlarged scale, of part of the gearing for 
operating the dandy roll. 

The dandy roll A may be of any ap- 
proved construction and it may be pro- 
vided with a wiper B, which may be 
mounted on a frame C, secured to the 
frame bars D of the machine. The axle a 


| of the roll may be mounted in open bear- 


ings a’, formed at the upper ends of rods 
or standards E, which extend through the 
frame bars D and are free to move up and 
down therein. At their lower ends these 
bars are connected with castings F, which 
are slotted at /. as shown particularly in 
Fig. 2, and at their lower ends are per- 
forated at /' to receive the upright bars G, 
which are secured by means of their ex- 
tensions g to the frame bars H. 

The castings F are adapted to move ver- 
tically on the barsG as guides. These cast- 
ings are provided with rollers I within and 
near the upper ends of the slots /, and be- 
neath these rollers is arranged a horizontal- 
ly sliding bar, J, having inclined surfaces 7 
at its opposite ends arranged directly be- 
neath the rollers. This frame bar may be 
provided with handles at its opposite ends, 
so that it may be moved back and forth 
across the upper edges of the guide bars G. 
The bar J is so shaped that when itis moved 
to the left, as viewed in Fig. 1, it will allow 
the supports of the dandy roll to drop, and 
the dandy roll will move downward tow- 
ard and onto the web of paper, indicated 
at W. 

It will be readily understood from an in- 
spection of Fig. 1 how the roll may be 
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raised and lowered by a transverse or hori- 
zontal movement of the bar J. 

The axle of the dandy roll is provided at 
one end with a pinion, K, which meshes at 
times with a pinion, L, mounted in bearings 
in a bracket, M, secured to one of the stand- 
ards which support the roll. This pinion is 
connected by a flexible shaft, N, to a roller, 
O, which may be driven by the return por- 
tion of the usual wire belt or to any other 
part of the machine moving at a uniform 
rate, and the gearing is such that it will 
drive the dandy roll at a speed correspond- 
ing with the speed of the paper web W. 
The rods E are screw threaded, as shown, 
and provided with nuts, ¢, which may be 
adjusted to limit the up-and-down move- 
ment of the dandy-roll supports. They 
should be so adjusted that when the sup- 
ports are lowered the dandy roll will leave 
the open bearings and rest upon the paper 
web, while the nuts ¢, which support the 
bearings, will rest upon the frame bars D, 
the pinions K and M being thus separated 
and the dandy rolls being driven in the 
usual way by the paper web itself.

WASHINGTON, D. C., July 1, 1897. 

The paragraph covering surface-coated 
papers has been amended so as to read : 

‘*Surface-coated papers not specially pro- 
vided for in this act, 2% cents per pound 
and 15 per cent. ad valorem; if printed, or 
wholly or partly covered with metal or its 
solutions, or with gelatin or flock,’3 cents 
per pound and 20 per cent, ad valorem ; 
parchment papers, 2cents per pound and 
to per cent. ad valorem; plain basic pho- 
tographic papers for albumenizing, sensi- 
tizing or baryta coating, 3 cents per pound 
and 20 per cent. ad valorem.” 

In this connection Senator Jones pre- 
sented a letter from Manuel Knauth & Co., 
by Francis X. Govers, dated from New 
York, N. Y., as under date of June 10, 
1897 : 

Dear Sin—In the discussion of Schedule 
M, paragraph 894, of the tariff bill, we wish 
to draw your valued attention to the follow- 
ing facts: 

It has been the custom for the American 
manufacturers, in their statements to the 
Committee on Ways and Means, to make 
assertions for which they had no founda- 
tion, undoubtedly relying on the want of 
knowledge by the committee as to the true 
facts to help their case.

In. support of this contention, Vernon 
Brothers & Co., in their letter to the Com- 
mittee on Ways and Means, referring to 
tissue and copying paper, state that they 
desire to have the duty remain as it now 
stands, and take the same ground, yet are 
inconsistent enough to advocate the in- 
crease of duty on surface-coated papers. If 
this applies to tissues, it would most cer- 
tainly apply to other grades. Crocker, 
Burbank & Co., in their letter to the Com- 
mittee on Ways and Means, claim that 
‘‘raw stock” has been cheaper here than 
in Germany, and as this 1s one of the prin- 
cipal items in the cost of surface-coated pa- 

rs it goes far to equalize the so-called 

ifference of ‘‘cheap foreiga labor.” This, 
however, is not taken into consideration, 
but we are taxed under the new bill practi- 
cally 60 per cent. on an article of which 
the base is admitted by one of our largest 
and most prominent manufacturers to be 
cheaper here than in Germany.

utility of the waste, make this an expen- 
sive paper to manufacture. 

Second : Parchemine, or No, 2 parchment, 
is a peculiarly sized paper, made directly 
upon the paper machine. On account of 
cheaper labor, the German manufacturers 
have made a constantly decreasing price 
in the United States ; they maintain prices 
in Europe at about 10to 11 cents per pound, 
which, considering their cheaper labor and 
materials, is a fair market price for the pa- 
per there. 

At present the last prices quoted | y their 
agents and importers here are 9% cents, 
f. o. b. New York, less 2 per cent. thirty 
davs. The influence of the German compe- 
tition has been so great that three Ameri- 
can manufacturers have been driven out of 
the business, viz.: 

A. G. Elliot & Co. ,who built the mill of the 
Philadelphia Parchment Company at Rose 
Glen, near Philadelphia, capable of making 
8,000 pounds of paper per day, were obliged 
to retire from business in 1892, after having 
lost, it is reported, $60,000. They have 
since become the principal importers of 
German parchment. 

C. A. Rudolph & Co., whose mill was lo- 
cated in Manayunk, Philadelphia, capable of 
making 4.000 pounds of paper per day, 
closed up and retired from business in 1893, 
and lost the value of their plant. 

A parchment paper company in Ohio, 
capable of making 2,000 pounds of paper 
per day, was likewise driven out of busi- 
ness in 1894. All of these parties were 
forced o.t of the manufacture by the low- 
ering of prices. 

In support of our “contentions” we 
would submit, first, the statement of Crock- 
er, Burbank & Co., one of the most promi- 
nent and largest makers of *‘ raw stock " in 
this country, that raw stock is cheaper here 
than in Germany, and therefore that as 
the labor which is required in the mere 
parchmentizing is of but a proportionately 
exceedingly small figure, and that raw 
stock is cheaper, consequently the ‘‘ Ameri- 
can laborer” does not need a *‘ protection ” 
of 40 per cent., but that the real protection 
would be that given the consumer by rea- 
son of an open market and even competi- 
tion, which he would have under a practi- 
cally free rate on parchment paper. The 
inference to be drawn from their state- 
ment in regard to foreign prices would be 
that American mills were selling at above 
11 cents, whereas the fact is that American 
prices in most cases are practically 10 cents, 
and the only reason foreign goods can find 
a market at a trifling advance in price is 
by reason of their superiority. 
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There can be no comparison as far as 
competition is concerned between parche- 
mine or No. 2 parchment at 9% cents and 
No. 1 parchment, and as for the theory 
that the firms mentioned were driven out 
of business by reason of these prices, or 
rather by reason of the 9% cent price, it is 
rather absurd, since this 1s 1897, and the 
claim is that the prices given are present 
prices, and that Elliot was ‘‘driven” out 
of business in 1892, Rudolph & Co. in 18938, 
and the unknown company in 1894. Ru- 
dolph & Co., we believe, became tired of 
the business before they really knew 
whether they could make an article which 
was satisfactory and the consuming trade 
would use. 

In regard to the ‘‘ unknown" the general 
trade’s memory for names is not more re- 
tentive than is that of the Paterson Parch- 
ment Paper eas and Glen Mills 
Paper Company. . G, Elliot & Co, say: 
‘‘ We were not forced out of the business by 
the prices or losses, but by reason of mis- 
management of our mill and because our 
increasing jobbing interests compelled us 
to attend to them, and did not allow the 
time necessary for the successful running 
and supervision of our mill. The losses in 
connection therewith were more due to the 
fact of having to introduce a new article, 
and in the introduction of which we, as 
well as the American manufacturers, are 
now reaping the benefit.” 

In regard to Mr. Elliot’s present position 
in the matter, attached find Exhibits D and 
E-D, a circular letter, and E, a letter to 
one of his representatives. 

In conclusion, herewith we state our be- 
lief and contention that the present duties 
are more than sufficient and requisite for 
the ‘‘ protection” of home industry, and 
that any higher duties will be simply to 
encourage an unwarranted shutting out of 
supplies, thereby encouraging unwarranted 
building of domestic mills, resulting finally 
in a glutted market and ruinously low 
prices, 

An amendment was offered by Senator 
Platt, of Connecticut, to add to the end of 
the next paragraph a clause that would in- 
clude ‘‘all Jacquard designs of one-line 
paper, or parts of such designs, finished or 
unfinished, 35 per cent. ad valorem; all 
Jacquard designs cut on Jacquard cards, or 
parts of such designs, finished or unfinished. 
85 per cent. ad valorem.” 7 

That amendment was adopted, as was 
the amendment to Paragraph 395e, ‘‘ envel-

HOLYOKE, Mass., July 1, 1897. 


. The paper trade in this city and vicinity 
maintains the same dullness that has char- 
acterized it for several months, and very 
little improvement is looked for before fall. 

The same conditions seem to rule the 
trade which were reported last week. Most 
of the buying is from hand to mouth, and 
some of the mills are faring badly as re- 
gards orders. 

Many of the mills seem to have orders 
enough on hand to last for the next few 
weeks, but others are not nearly as well off. 
The traveling men say that they find busi- 
ness in general very dull, without any signs 
of immediate improvement. 

The stock dealers say that the market is 
exceedingly dull, and manufacturers are 
not buying beyond present necessities. 
Prices of all kinds of paper stock are un- 
usually low. 

It looks as if the contractors for the new 
dam will now have an opportunity to push 
the work of construction very rapidly. The 
water has been falling fast the past week, 
and the river has about reached its normal 
condition. The two seasons gone by have 
been pretty hard on the contractors, on ac- 
count of the high water, and the progress 
has been very slow. If, however, the present 
summer is a dry one, the contractors will 
try to make up for some of the lost time. 

The damage caused by the recent flood 
will probably amount to about $5,000. Two 
engines were considerably injured, six 
cars were carried away by the floating logs, 
and about 200 feet of track was washed 
away. The contractors threatened at first 
to bring suit against the Bellows Falls 
people, whose logs caused the trouble, but 
nothing has been said about it lately. The 
machinery has been repaired or replaced, 
and about forty or fifty men are now at 
work on the dam. 

The recent Legislature made some 
changes in the law relating to corporation 
returns which will interest manufacturers. 
The law as it now stands is as follows: 
Every corporation whose capital stock is 
$100,000 or more, which is required to file 
a certificate of its condition annually with 
the secretary of the Commonwealth, shall 
cause such certificate to be accompanied by 
a written statement made under oath by 
an auditor to be employed by a committee 
of three stockholders who are not directors, 
selected at the annual meeting of the 
stockholders, stating that the certificate 


aforesaid represents the true condition of 


the affairs of said corporation, as disclosed 
by its books at the time of making such 
audit. 

The sworn statement made by said audi- 
tor shall be attached to and form a part of 
said certificate, and shall be filed by 
such auditor with said certificate in the 
Office of the secretary of the Common- 
wealth, provided, however, that where 
less than three stockholders exist outside 
of the directors, then the employ- 
ment of such auditor shall be made by 
the directors of such corporation. Every 
auditor appointed under the provisions of 
this act shall first qualify as such before 
the commissioner of corporations, or some 
justice of the peace in the office of said 
commissioner. 

The Parsons Paper Company has de- 
cided to replace the penstock at the No. 1 
mill with a larger one during next week's 
shutdown, and to putin a horizontal water 
wheel of about 200 horse-power. 

The Valley Paper Company’s share of 
the recent government award will be about 
4,600 reams. This includes foolscap, letter, 
quarto post, linen ledger and typewriter 
paper of several qualities and sizes. It 
will keep the mill busy for some time. 


George N. Tyner, of the Holyoke En- 
velope Company, has decided not to allow 
his name to be used as a candidate for 
councillor this fall, as he could not, if 
elected, spare the time from his business. 

A pleasant double wedding occurred at 
the Presbyterian Church last night. The 
contracting persons were Thomas Weir 
and George Cleghorn, employees of the 
Chemical Paper Company, and Misses 
Margaret Johnson and Dorothy McDonald. 

The Holyoke Envelope Company will 
get a part of the government contract for 
envelopes for the interior department. 

One of the local newspapérs is trying to 
boom the annexation of Willimansett to 
Holyoke, but it will probably be some time 
before its hopes are realized. Holyoke has 
troubles of its own at present, without look- 
ing outside for more. H,

The Property Forfeited. 





The United States Treasury Department 
is in receipt of a letter from P. Blackiston, 
Son & Co., of Philadelphia, Pa., in which 
they request the release of fifty-seven copies 
of a book entitled ‘* Morris’ Text Book of 
Human Anatomy,” imported by them in 
April last. They state that they are the 
owners of the United States copyright of 
the book, which was manufactured and 
published in England and the United 
States, and that as the edition here was ex- 
hausted, while the English edition remained 
unsold, they sent for the copies of the 
English edition in the usual course of 
business. 

From the report of the collector of cus- 
toms at Philadelphia it appears that the 
books were not printed from type set with- 
in the limits of the United States, and that 
they were consequently liable to forfeiture 
to the United States under Section 8 of the 
act of March 38, 1891, and instructions of 
the Treasury Department of July 3, 1891, 
and May 14, 1895, which prohibit their im- 
portation. 

The collector also reports that proceed- 
ings will be instituted for the forfeiture of 
the books under said instructions. As the 
importation was manifestly in contraven- 
tion of the law, the department declined to 
interfere in the matter. 

Assistant Secretary Howell has informed 
the firm that only such articles as are im- 
ported without the consent of the owner of 
the copyright are subject to forfeiture to 
the owner. Articles imported with his con- 
sent are subject to forfeiture to the United 
States.
